Six Divisions in Depart- 


ment of Corrections 
Proposed Along With 
Changes in Dealing 
With Convicts.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 7 
~A bill to revise Missouri’s 
penal system in accordance with 
major recommendations made 
by the Penal Survey Commis- 
sion, following disastrous riots 
at the prison last fall, was in- 
troduced in the House today. 


The bill, result of two months’ 
work by a special Senate-House 
penal committee, would: 


Reorganize the state depart- 
ment of corrections into six 
divisions instead of the pres- 
ent three. 

Require removal of offices 
of the corrections director out- 
side the prison walls. 

Increase the director’s sal- 
ary to $10,000 a year from 
$7500. 

Create an industrial board 
of six members to superv 
prison industries. 

Convicts’ Pay. 

Eliminate the present sys- 
tem of “tips” for inmates as- 
signed to industrial plants, and 
restrict their pay to no more 
than 10 per cent of profits. 

Require prison industries to 
concentrate on servicing state 
use markets. 

Establish grade-school and 
high-school curricula for the 
prison and Algoa Reformatory. 

Give the prison and the re- 
formatory a resident physician.

The Penal Survey Commis- 
sion, whose major recOmmenda- 
tions were adopted by \~ a 
mittee, was, appointed ‘ 
Phil M. Donnelly following the 
series of violent outbreaks at 
the prison. 

Six Divisions. 

As proposed under the new 
measure, the six divisions of the 
department of corrections would 
be: Administration, inmate ed- 
ucation, prison industries, prison 
farms, probation-and-parole and 
training schools. 

As now constituted, the cor- 
rections department has three 
divisions — Pénal _ institutions, 
training schools and probation- 


. and-parole. 


So far as prison industries are 
concerned, the bill would pro- 
vide for one working capital 
fund for maintenance and ex- 
pansion of the industries and 
the farm programs of the penal 
system. 

At present there are four such 
funds: 

The penitentiary working cap- 
ital fund, penitentiary earnings 
fund, Algoa revolving fund and 
the Algoa earnings fund. 

The bill also would abolish 
use of profits from the indus- 
tries for general operating ex- 
penses of the penal system. 

Makeup of Board. 

The industrial board provided 
in the bill would be composed 
of three representatives of in- 
dustry and three from labor, 
appointed by the Governor. The 
director of corrections would 
serve as chairman. : 

It would be the duty of the 
board to plan operation of 
prison industries and recom- 
mend the articles to be manu- 
factured. 

Patterson and Ichord said this 
section of the bill is patterned 
after the Illinois law. 

The bill provides for the. im- 
mediate institution of a long; 
range prison industrial program 
and for diversification of indus-

on four types of federal 

ration taxes will not be a 

here until after the March 15 
deadline, and companies affect-} . 
ed will be given a one-month ex- 
tension, Gus F. Koehler, diret- 
tor of the St. Louis office of the 
Internal Revenue Service, an- 
nounced today. 

Deadline for these four types 
of corporation taxes is still 
March 15, despite the recent 
change in deadline for other 
forms of federal income tax. 
But due to the shortage of forms, 
corporations will be given until 
the new April 15 deadline to file, 
Koehler explained. 

Corporations affected are life 
insurance companies, mutual in- 
surance companies, personal 
holding companies and domestic. 
companies which claim credits 
on income taxes paid in foreign 
countries or United States pos- 
sessions, Koehler said. 

Koehler also pointed out that 
persons who file estimates of 
income for 1955 have until April 
15 to-do so, ‘but that the esti- 
mate must be accompanied by a 
first quarter installment. Dead- 
line for the first installment is 
not March 15, as some persons 
believed, Koehler said.

20-Second Fireball. 


The 20-second fireball attested 
to the size of the device. The 
previous three explosions in this 
series produced fireballs of six 
or seven seconds’ duration. 
This was not the largest fire-. 
ball or explosion at Yucca Flat. 
The final test of the 1953 series 
here displayed a device that ex- 
ploded with a 30-second fireball 
and contained a power of about 
50 kilotons, or two and one-half 
times normal A-bomb strength. 
Today’s shot probably packed 
a 30-kiloton punch, however. The 
standard A-bomb has a 10-sec- 
ond fireball and a power of 20 
kilotons, or the equivalent of 
20,000 tons of TNT. The three 
previous explosions were rated 
unofficially at less than 15 kilo- 
tons each. 

The AEC, as usual, refused to 
disclose exactly how powerful 
the shot was, It was detonated 
on schedule at 5:20 a.m, (7:20 
a.m. St. Louis time). 


H-Bomb Trigger Speculation. 
The test was the product of 
both Los Alamos (N.M.), and 
Livermore'\ (Calif.) laboratories 
and the AEC, but constituted a 
major effort for Livermore. Be- 
cause of Livermore’s emphasis 
on hydrogen weapons, there was 
some speculation that this device 
might be an atomic trigger for 
the H-bomb. Hydrogen bombs 
themselves are not tested in 
Nevada.

Department press officer Hen- 
ry Suydam told newsmen Dulles 
breakfasted this morning with 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee, and talked by phone with 
Representative Richards (Dem.), 
South Carolina, chairman of the 
House group. 

Suydan said the schedule has 
forced Dulles to call off his reg- 
ular Tuesday news conference. 

Dulles went to the Far East 
las. month to help forge a new 
li-': in the West's Pacific de- 
fenses. He did that at Bangkok, 
Thailand, where the eight-nation 
Manila pact organized its South- 
east Asia defenses, and at Tai- 
pei, Formosa, where he set in 
motion the United States-Na- 
tionalist China defense treaty. 

These tie in to similar treaties 
with Australia, New Zealand,: 
Japan, South Korea and the 
Philippines. 

As a result of the trip’s ac- 
complishments, Dulles is more 
or less free now to shift his 
attention elsewhere for a while. 

He may, for example, com- 
plete his reappraisal of United 
States policy toward the Middle 
East. New Israeli-Arab blood- 
shed in Egypt’s Gaza strip last 
week served to emphasize en- 
mities there which work against 
Western attempts to solidify 
anti-Communist opposition.

British Ship Fired On, 

Hong Kong dispatches re- 
ported Nationalist warships fired 
on ‘the Hong Kong-registered 
ships Westray - and ‘Taiseung 
Hong in Formosa strait today 
without damage or casualties, 
The British Navy. sent a warship 
to the assistance of the British- 
owned Westray, but the vessel 
reported it was “all clear and 
proceeding.” The Taiseung Hong 
sent a similar message later. 

The attacks were the first on 
British shipping in the Formosa 
area since Jan. 19 when the 
freighter Edendale was sunk in 
Swatow harbor by Nationalist 
planes in the Nationalist block- 
ade of the Red-held coast. .

An eight-place statement of 
the plan was made public today 
by the Federation of American 
Scienfists, a national organiza- 
tion of about 2000 scientists and 
engineers, after being presented 
to the State Department and to 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., chief 
United States representative to 
the U.N. 

Main task of the new com- 
mission would be to set up an 
international scientific “danger 
threshold” beyond which addi- 
tional radioactivity would not be 
safe for mankind. If this dan-

Contamination of Air. 


Another side of the problem, 
the Federation went on, is the 
possibility of long-term damage 
to the human race through a 
general world-wide increase of 


icontamination of the atmosphere, 


noting that the Atomic Energy 
Commission had said that total 
radiation exposure resulting 
from all atomic and hydrogen 
tests to date equaled no more 
than the radiation from one 
chest X-ray. 
The statement added, however, 
it should be clear that future 
accelerated H-bomb tests pro- 
grams by several atomic powers, 
will ultimately reach a level 
which can be shown to be a 
serious threat to the genetic 
safety of all people of the 
world. 
Under the Federation’s plan, 
the commission would have three 
assignments: 

1—Obtain scientific data 
and expert opinion on the 
amount of radiation produced 
by bomb tests; 

2—Establish “an agreed 
danger threshold” after ob- 
taining and evaluating scien- 
tific opinion on biological and 
genetic effects of radiation on 
human beings; 

3—Report results of the 
study to the U.N. General As- 
sembly with recommendations 
on how to avoid passing the 
danger threshold.

$50,000,000 Appro po grad by 
Foundation to Help G 
Salary Increases. 


NEW YORK, March 7 (UP)— 
The Ford Foundation announced 
yesterday it has appropriated 
$50,000,000 to help colleges and 
universities increase faculty sal- 
aries, 

Henry Ford II, chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of the 
foundation and president of the 
Ford Motor Co., said the institu- 
tions to which grants are made 
will be asked to match the gifts 
with funds from other sources. 


“All the objectives of higher 
education ultimately depend up- 
on the quality of teaching,” Ford 
said. “In the opinion of the 
foundation trustees, private and 
corporate philanthropy can make 
no better investment of its re- 
sources than in helping to 
strengthen American education 
at its base—the quality of its 
teaching... 

“Nowhere are the needs of the 
private colleges more apparent 
than in the matter of faculty 
salaries. Merely to.restore pro- 
fessors’ salaries to their 1939 
purchasing power would require 
an average increase of at least 
20 per cent. 

“Even this would not bring 
teachers in our private colleges 
to their economic position be- 
fore \World War dI in relations 
to thak.of other professions and 
occupations. They have not be- 
gun to share the benefits of the 
expanded productive power of 
this nation, and the whole edu- 
— system suffers from this 
act.” 


A spokesman for the founda- 
tion said the! money would be 
paid in outright grants to the 
selected colleges that, it is ex- 
pected, will place the Ford 
money and matching funds in 
endowment funds, income of 
which will be used for the sal- 
ary increases. Criteria for the 
selection of the colleges to be 
aided, the amount of “matching 
money” they will be required to 
obtain, and the funding. of the 
entire sum will be set up by the 
special committee.

LONDON, March 7 (AP)—Sir 
Winston Churchill, 80 years old 
last Nov. 20, remains one of the 
liveliest feeble men in the world. 

Just over 15 years ago the late 
Wendell Willkie, here for a pri- 

vate visit, confided: 

“Churchill's a great old man, 
but I’m afraid he’s getting a 
little feeble.” 

Two days after he said that 
Willkie called on Churchill at 
No. 10 Downing street. Follow- 
ing their talk the Prime Minister 
accompanied the visiting Ameri- 
can to the door step. 

They stood there for photo- 
graphs and as Willkie was leav- 
ing, Churchill took him by the 
arm, saying: 

“Here, Mr, Willkie, let me 
show you down this step, When 
it rains it sometimes becomes 
slippery.” 

Back at his hotel Willkie 
smiled and said, “and I called 
him feeble.” 

In August that year the late 
John G. Winant, then Ambassa- 
dor to Britain, went down to a 
London railway station to wel- 
come Churchill back from the 
Atlantic Charter conference with 
President Roosevelt. 

“Seme of his friends,” said 
the American Ambassador, “say 
the Prime Minister shouldn't 
undertake such trips, They say 
he’s getting a little feeble.” 

Ten minutes later Churchill 
bounded off a train and, with a 
cigar in his mouth and an ad- 
miral’s cap on his head, energe- 
tically shook hands with the cab- 
inet members and all others who 
turned up on the platform. In 
his enthusiasm he accidentally 
stepped on Winant’s foot.

A year later Churchill was in 
Moscow having his first meet- 
ing with Joseph Stalin. The late 
Lord Inverchapel was then the 
British ambassador in Russia. 

“He looks fine,” -mused the 
envoy, “but I’m afraid he’s show- 
ing signs of feebleness.” 

Before he left Moscow on that 
trip Churchill exhausted the Am- 
bassador and half his staff of 
young men. 

Two years later, in October 
1944, Churchill was back in Mos- 
cow ‘for more talks with Stalin. 
The late Maxim Litvinoff who'd 
known Churchill for years, 
sighed and shook his head.

FEDERAL PAYROLL 
CUT 282,893 UNDER 
G.0.P. IN 2 YEARS, 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) | 


~The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion claimed today to have re- 
duced the federal payroll. by 
282,893 persons in its first two 
years. ' 

The Civil Service Commission 
said in a statement that em- 
ployment dropped from 2,649,- 
441 persons on Jan. 31, 1953, 
to 2,366,548 last Jan. 31. With- 
in the same two years, it said, 
employment in the Washington 
area dropped by 26,481. 

The federal payroll, built up 
during the Korean war, started 
to decline in the summer of 
1952. A drop which started 
during the last half-year of the 
Truman Administration has con- 
tinued, with a few temporary 
interruptions, in each month 
since then. 

Between December and Janu- 
ary, the commission said, the 
net change was a decrease of 
319,002—of which 304,227 was 
attributed to the dropping. of 
temporary post office workers 
hired at Christmas time.

“We would be glad to subpena 
them,” Fulbright said. He added 
he was not sure whether the 
figures would help the commit- 
tee -in its “friendly study” of 
stock market conditions but the 
question would be taken under 
eonsideration. 

Day, the third witness in the 
inquiry which began last Thurs- 
day, testified that in spite of 
steady price increases the last 
18 months “very few stocks are 
eut of line price-wise.” 

Day said it was entirely pos- 
sible prices could go down, and 
he said the financial community 
has a duty to tell investors that 
—a duty, he said, which is car- 
ried out “better than anybody 
realizes.” 

In general, Dey said, price 
levels are affected by the atti-

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$7500 Pay Rise Makes Service — : 


In Congress More Attractive, 


Should Stimulate Candidates 


Members Also Get Extensive Allowances 


for Office Help and Supplies, Stamps, 


Phone Calls, Pension Benefits, Junkets 
‘and 35-Cent Haircuts. -

WASHINGTON, ‘March 7. 


HE $7500 pay rise Congress has just voted itself, in additién 
to the perquisites steadily accumulated over the years, will 
make it more difficult from now on for a young contender 


to unseat a Senator or Representative who has made full use of 


his opportunities. 


By the same token, the increase in pay from $15,000 tb $22,500 
a year should make Government service more attractive to men 
and women who have felt sincerely they could not afford to seek 


federal office. 


These aspects of the salary 
increase have not received much 
attention. Legislators have been 
understandably reluctant to talk 
any more than necessary about 
increasing their own incomes. It 
does not go well with the folks 
back home, to whom $22,500 is 
a lot of money. 


It may be in Central Missouri, 
for example, but it is no dream 
wage in Washington where offi- 
cial and. political expenses are 
heavy and where run-of-the-mill 
lobbyists and lawyers commonly 
make $50,000 or more a year. 

Still, it is a fair sum, the con- 
gressmen say, and will do some- 
thing to restore the dignity of 
a seat in the House or Senate. 
A recent unofficial analysis of 
congressional salaries concluded 
that the $22,500 Congressmen 
now receive is about equivalent 
in purchasing power to the $10,- 
000 a year they drew in 1939. 


Many Allowances. 
Since that time salaries have 


gone up and so have the number to 


and scope of the various allow- 
ances Congress grants its mem- 
bers. An incomplete listing and 
explanation of these allowances 
as they apply to Representatives 
fills an 18-page booklet. Sena- 
torial emoluments are equally 
extensive but are not set out 
with similar formality. 

A Congressman can and often 
does work at his job every day, 
with the help of a fairly large 
staff provided by the Govern- 
ment. The proportion of his 
work that has a bearing on his 
re-election varies with each Con- 
gressman, but it is never small, 
an most of it is legitimate. It 
would cost a political candidate 
in private life sums running 
well into five figures annually 
to approach the facilities avail- 
able free to a Senator or Repre- 
sentative. i 

A Representative’s clerk hire 
allowance is fixed at the basic 
rate of $15,000 a year. The Rep- 
resentative may fix salaries of 
his clerks according to set for- 
mulas but may not pay anyone 
more than a basic $6000 a year. 
The basic rate is deceptive, as 
the $6000 basic, when no ‘eas 
than eight increases are figured 
according to the formula, be- 
comes a total gross salary of 
$9900. Up to seven clerks may 
be hired. 

The size of Senators’ staffs is 
based on the population of their 
states. Missouri Senators re- 
ceive a basic $47,000 for clerks 
and assistants; the amount ac- 
tually available is closer- to 
$70,000. 

Letter Writing. 

Much of the daily work of the 
clerks and aids could be called 
electioneering, since it involves 
the routine business of a Con- 
gressman and his constituents. 
Every letter a Congressman 
sends back home is a potential 
vote-getter. A Congressman will 
not infrequently walk into a 
house in his district and find on 
the wall a framed letter from 
himself or his predecessor, at- 
testing to the importance the re- 
cipient attached to receiving a 
personal message from Wash- 
ington. 

Congressional correspondence 
is a good-sized business. Repre- 
sentative Frank M. Karsten 
(Dem.), St. Louis, averages more 


than 2000 letters a week, most |P 


of them from the St. Louis area. 
Every one is answered promptly. 
All this mail is sent free under 
the franking privilege. The same 
privilege extends to a large: 
number of government publica- | 4 
tions, some costly, that are avail- 
able free to the Congressman. 
Karsten regards the franking 
privilege as the most valuable 
of all congressional emoluments. 

Each House member is allowed 
$1200 for each regular session to 
cover the-cost of stationery. He 
may draw this in cash or place 
it to his credit at the House sta- 
tionery room, where he may pur- 
chase supplies at rates much less 
than standard retail prices. The 
allowance just about covers the 
amount the average Congress- 
man needs. 

Free Stamps, Phone Calls. 

A member also is authorized 
to requisition $200 worth of air- 
mail and special-delivery stamps 
each fiscal year. This allowance 
was designed to reduce expendi- 
tures for long-distance telephone 
end telegraph messages. A mem- 
bor is allowed 2700 minutes a 
year of toll telephone calls cal 

‘900 words a year for tele- 
: oms. He must pay for any ex- 
« -s at commercial rates out of 
L's own pocket. 

These allowances are for offi- 
cial business only. Entirely per- 
sonal letters, telephone calls or 
telegrams are supposed to be 
paid for with the Congressman’s 
own funds. 

A Congressman is entitled. to 
office space in his district in a 
post office or federal building, 
and if this is not available, he 
gets a rental allowance of up to 
$900 a year, and an additional 
$600 a year for office cuppiies 
and equipment. He can pay a 
clerk, full or part time, from his 
regular clerk allowance. 

Each member may purchase 

r ‘use in Washington up to 

500 worth of such equipment 


as addressing machines, auto- 
matic typewriters and dictating 
and recording devices. This re- 
mains the property of the gov- 
ernment. 

Pension System. 

A member, of Congress may, 
join the civil service retirement 
system on a contributory basis 
of 6 per cent of his salary a 
month. Annuity benefits are 
payable when a member has 
completed a minimum of six 
years of service and reached the 
age of 62, and under certain 
other conditions. A member who 
has served 30 years can qualify 
for the top pension, $16,875 an- 
nually under the new pay scale. 
Contributions of a member who 
withdraws from the system are 
returned with interest. 


Widows and minor children of 
a member of the pension system 
are entitled to annuities under 
specified conditions. Also, it is 
customary for the House to vote 

a widow of a member who dies 
in office a full year’s salary and 

pay funeral expenses, 
which can be considerable if 
they, involve an expensive casket 
and payment of transportation 
for congressional pallbearers 
and members of the family. 

Members of Congress also are 
entitled to a small emolument in 
the form of cut-rate haircuts, 
Low-salaried barbers trim hair 
in the House office building for 
35 cents or in the Capitol for 
50 cents. 

As one member put it, how- 
ever: “That’s a joke. You have 
to pay the commercial rate or 
never come back—they'll use a 
lawnmower on you the second 
time. My ‘35-cent-haircut’ al- 
ways entails a tip of at least $1.” 

Library Service. 

An important free service is 

provided by the Library of Con- 


gress legislative reference serv- | 


ice. A Congressman has, in ef- 
fect, a research staff to dig up 
his facts. He can even have a 
speech written, but these efforts 
are often so clumsy that most 
members hesitate to use them. 
The library also will translate 
foreign-language letters received 
by a Congressman; some con- 
stituencies have a large number 
of these. 


The value of congressional 
junkets, in the United States or 
other parts of the world, is 
impossible to estimate. Some are 
legitimate and some are not; 
they often contribute to a mem- 
ber’s' stature. 

A facility that is becoming 
of increasing importance to some 
Senators and Representatives is 
the capital television and radio 
setup. Studios are operated on 
a sort of co-operative basis; Con- 
gressmen can obtain television 
films and radio transcriptions at 
cost for use in their districts. 

The. studios are operated by 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert J. Coar 
and eleven technicians and have’ 
$180,000 worth of up-to-date 
equipment. Started as a service 
to Congressmen: about twenty 
years ago, they were taken over 
by the government in 1947. Con- 
gress appropriates money to pay 
salaries but fees balance ex- 
penditures so there is no ulti- 
mate cost to the government. 

Low Rates On Films. 

Television studios are simple. 
The principal props are desks 
laced before a representation 
of the Capitol dome as seen 
through ‘a window, which is 
flanked by bookcases and flags.

Under new rates, a Congress- 
man pays $12.50 for a basic 
three-minute television film or 
$37.59 for a television show of 
fifteen minutes.

The films are processed in 
Coar’s laboratories and shipped 
in about 24 hours to broadcast- 
ing stations in the Congress- 
man’s district.

In some ‘in- 
stances, the stations pay the 
costs of production as well as 
transmission.

KUO, the Russian-educated 
elder son of Chiang Kai- 
shek, probably would emerge as 
the real behind-the-scenes power 
on Formosa in the event his 
father surrendered his office as 
President. 
There is no evidence that 
Chiang fs weakening but it is 
conceivable that a decision by 
President Eisenhower not to help 
defend Quemoy and Matsu if 
and when Red China attacks, or 
a sharp military defeat suffered 
in attempting to defend those 
offshore islands would rock the 
Chinese Nationalist government 
and perhaps even result in the 
resignation or recall of Presi- 
dent Chiang by the Nationalist 
asserhbly. 
Under the Republic of China 
constitution, Vice President 
Chen Cheng would succeed to 
the presidency. This former gen- 
eral and premier is a highly re- 
spected man of integrity, abil- 
ity and forte. But his once 
powerful following of senior 
military leaders has declined as 
these men have been retired or 
shelved in recent years. It is 
becoming doubtful whether Chen 
Cheng as president could con- 
trol the Kuomintang party and 
the military, 

Devoted ‘Son. 
Then the behind - the -scenes 
power probably waquld repose in 
Chiang - Ching-kuo, whose rela-

. Chiang Ching-kuo is 48 years 
old, a ‘short, slight man who 


hates ostentation and publicity, 


rides in pedicabs instead of big 
sedans and can often be found 
eating in small, unpretentious 
restaurants. He is a highly 
competent administrator, hard- 
working, ruthless and imper- 
sonal. He is an intensely loyal, 
devoted son, and he dutifully 
compiles a diary of monumental 
length which he submits once 
weekly to President.

In a foreign policy report to Parliament, Tito said the 
atomic arms race représents a “danger to the very existence of 


humanity.” 


At the same time, he said, 
the “epochal discoveries” of 
nuclear science present a tre- 
mendous opportunity to help 
humanity if used for peaceful 
purposes only. 

Therefore, he said, “secrecy 
must be removed from this 
‘achievement. And it should be 
made available to all nations.” 

“On the other hand,” he add- 
ed, “we believe that it is neces- 
sary to destroy all nuclear weap- 
ons now available and use their 
material for producing energy, 
for the well-being of people, 
which is technically very easy 
and quickly possible.” 

Uranium Discoveries. 

Tito also revealed that Yugo- 
slavia “possesses precious nu- 
clear raw materials’ and wi 
“very soon” begin to use them 
“in the service of our people’s 
well-being.” 

Uranium first was discovered 
in Yugoslavia late in 1961; in the 
Strumica valley near the tri- 
angle of the Yugoslav-Greek- 
Bulgarian frontier. This and 
numerous later discoveries in 
other parts of the country long 
has been common knowledge 
among scientists, officials and 
journalists here, and occasional- 
ly has been publicized abroad. 
But this was the first time that 
the Yugoslav. public had been 
informed officially. 

Tito did not specify exactly 
what kind of nuclear produc- 
tion was in prospect. But it was 
assumed that one of the coun- 
try’s three nuclear science in- 
stitutes is about to start an 
atomic. pile or reactor. They 
are known to be working on the 
future possibilities of atomic 
power plants for Yugoslavia, 
and on medical and industrial 
uses for radfoactive isotopes. 
Thus far, the isotopes have been 
imported, mostly from England,

The Value of Probation 


To the ‘Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There are two great values in pro- 
bation: 

1. The economic value: Suppose 
in a state there are 1000 convictions 
of felony crimes. Let us say that 
200 of these offenders were sent to 
— and 800 were put on proba- 

on. 

Say a probation officer had 50 
offenders under his care. The cost 
to the state, which means the tax- 
payer, would be $60 a year with 
good prospects of helping the of- 
fender to live in society without 
committing any more felonies. 

Suppose it costs $600 a year to 
keep a prisoner in the penitentiary. 
The saving to the taxpayer would be 
$72,000 a year. 

Eight hundred prisoners on proba- 
tion would cost $48,000; had these 
800 been placed in prison the cost 
to the state would be $480,000. This 
economic saving is possible with well 
trained probation officers. 


2. The sociological value: Many a 


* , man who commits a felony for the 


first time would not commit any 
crime again. But put a man in prison 
and the chances are that when he 
comes out he is worse than when 
he went in. In punishing him so- 
ciety has hurt him. Take the same 
man and put him on probation. He 
has no stigma attached to himself 
like he would in serving a prison 
term: he hews to the line; and keeps 
in the straight and narrow path. 
Certainly it' is better to help a 
man by spending $60 a year on 
him in a humanitarian way than by 
spending $600 a year in punishing 
him and at the same time hurting 
society and making the man: worse.

A Good Start 


The chief merit in the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration’s new personnel security code is that it 
acknowledges impliedly the existence of 
serious faults In present procedures., Thus the 
new code provides a starting point for correcting 
abuses that have been allowed to become part 
and parcel of the necessary work of checking on 
the loyalty of public employes. 

But even as a starting point the new rules 
are to be welcomed for what they themselves 
contain, The first change announced by Attor- 
ney General Brownell directs that security 
charges should be “specific enough to be mean- 
ingful to the employe.” While it can be said 
that this is an obvious requisite of fairness—that 
the accused person has a right to be confronted 
with a charge specific enough to refute it if he 
can—the fact remains that this has not always 
been the practice. 

The case of Owen Lattimore, which stems 
from Government service, affords an illustra- 
tion. For the second time the. key charges 
against the former State Department Far Eastern 
specialist have been thrown out by the trial 
Federal Judge, Luther W. Youngdahl in Wash- 
ington, because they were too general and did 
not permit the preparation of a specific defense. 

President Eisensower’s memorable B'nai 
B'rith restatement of the code of his hometown 
of Abilene, Kan., namely that “there must be 
the right to meet your accuser face to face,” 
becomes the basis of one of the most important 
of the new rules. However as issued by Attorney 
General Brownell it is substantially qualified by 
the provision that this right holds so long as 
fulfillment “would not jeopardize the national 
security.” : 

One of the new rules directs that the serious 
business of suspending an accused employe 
should not be left to subordinate officials. An- 
other directs that a legal officer should attend 
security hearings to advise not only security 
board members but also the accused employe if 
he is without a lawyer to protect his rights. Still 
another new rule directs each department and 
agency head to review his security board regu- 
larly. This is to keep the official abreast of the 
board’s work. Even more, it is to make sure that 
the security board members have “integrity, abil- 
ity and good judgment.” 

In view of the boasts of Vice President Nixon, 
Attorney General Brownell, Postmaster General 
Summerfield and many others in Washington as 
to the large number of security dismissals, it 
should have been possible for the citizen to take 
for granted that Cabinet members and other 
agency heads were vigilant in these vital respects 
all along. But obviously they were not or these 
new regulations would not now be issued. 

The Wolf Ladejinsky case demonstrated the 
urgent need for an over-all system of security 
risk evaluations. It is good to see, therefore, 
the new code calling on department heads to take 
steps to “avoid conflicting evaluations.” The 
work of security checking is too important for it 
to be made ridiculous by allowing Agriculture 
Secretary Benson to dismiss the eareer govern- 
ment expert on Asiatic agriculture as a security 
risk and then arranging for Foreign Operations 
Administrator Stassen to take Mr. Ladejinsky on 
his payroll and send him to highly sensitive 
Indochina. 

Some will point out that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration did not issue this new code until 
it was confronted with an impending investiga- 
tion of its security methods by a Democratic Con- 
gress. Some will say that the White House seeks 
to head off the creation of an over-all commission 
of distinguished citizens to study the security 
problem, as proposed in pending bills. 

Yet any step that improves the chance that one 
innocent government employe will get justice is 
to be welcomed whenever it comes and for what- 
ever reason, As for a commission and an inves- 


‘tigation, both are needed as much as ever. The 


new rules do not in any way obviate the neces- 
sity for either. : 
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Charge Against Israel 

Few little nations have had such claim to 
American sympathy as,Israel. Hence it is most 
distressing for Israel’s friends to learn that a 
United Nations armistice team has condemned 
the Israeli army for “brutal aggression.” 

Egypt had charged that Israeli forces attacked 
a frontier military post and killed 38 Egyptians. 
The French chairman and Egyptian delegate on 
the U.N. armistice team voted to confirm this 
charge over the objections of the Israeli delegate. 


In view of the split vote there may well be 
two sides to the incident, but this is not the 
first time that Israeli forces have been accused 
of acting in a provocative manner. And while 
this little state proved its power in standing off 
the armies of the Arab states in 1948, still Israel 
is surrounded by these states and would be wise 

‘to make every possible effort to get along 
peaceably with them. 


Aggression makes little sense for a new and 
small nation and even less sense for the people 
of Israel. Many of them were victims of ag- 
gression. Their new nation is a refuge from 
totalitarianism and its atrocities. Their history 
and their present stuation call for the utmost 
restraint and devotion to peace. That is what 
the Western world expects of Israel. 
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~ Memphis’s Ace-High Trump 

Now that the Dixon-Yates combine has its 
engineers on site and is moving rapidly toward 
the start of construction on its projected plant 
at West Memphis, Ark., the next question is 
what the city of Memphis, Tenn., will do. Mayor 
Frank Tobey of that city said only a couple of 
weeks ago that “if the construction of the plant 
is commenced, Memphis will take immediate 
steps to build its own plant.” 

Memphis believes that it has ample reason 
to be concerned, The contract which the Dixon- 
Yates combine has signed with the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission at President Eisenhower’s 
direction calls for power to be supplied to 
AEC for the Tennessee Valley Authority. TVA 
would use this power to supply the growing de- 
mands of Memphis. 

Memphis is not a party to the contract. Thus, 

_it would be dependent for a major part of its 
power supply upon a private syndicate which 
bears no responsibility toward it of any kind. 

Mayor Tobey and the president of the city’s 
Light, Gas and Water Department, Maj. Thomas 
H. Allen, do not think that would be a sound 
business arrangement for Memphis. Moreover, 
they say they have had conversations with 
three major Memphis banks and the First 
Boston Corp. about financing a city-owned plant 
and that these institutions were ready to go 
ahead as soon as the city was ready, 

If Memphis is not bluffing, the Dixon-Yates 
plant when built would be that whitest of ele- 
phants, a source of supply without a market. 
Whatever other means might succeed in stopping 
the Dixon-Yates project, therefore, Memphis 
plainly seems to hold the ace trump. ‘Though

much of the Dixon-Yates story to date borders 
on the improbable, it is hard to believe that 
the Government would go ahead with it under 
those circumstances. * The West Memphis plant 
would be useless to the Government which 
would be paying for it, while the private power 
companies that built it could draw off however 
much or little power they wanted from it at 
dump rates, as other private power companies 
did from Muscle Shoals before TVA. That was 
a costly mistake which surely no one would 
want to repeat. 
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Three Vacancies in One Term 

Gov. Donnelly faces the unusual prospect of 
appointing three justices of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court in one gubernatorial term. This is 
a remarkable opportunity to keep the court rep- 
resentative of the state and free from politics. 

The death of Chief-Justice Ernest M. Tipton 
creates the latest vacancy on the court. Judge 
Tipton was an able, hard-working judge. St. 
Louis will remember that he wrote the opinion 
upholding the city’s smoke ordinance. He had 
the integrity, along with other Democrats on the 


* © 


high court, to vote against the notorious “gov- | 


ernorship steal” by the state Democratic machine 
in 194f. 

Last December Gov. Donnelly named Henry 
J. Westhues, Jefferson City Republican, to suc- 
ceed the late Judge Roscoe P. Conkling on the 
court. And recently Judge George Robb Ellison 
of Maryville, senior Justice in age and length 
of service, applied for retirement April 1. 

The seven-man court now has two Republican 
members for the first time since 1938, because 
Gov. Donnelly broke with the practice of former 
Governors in naming members of their party. 
But it should be noted that the court lacks any 
member from Missouri’s largest city. St. Lofts 
has not sent a man to the Supreme Court bench 
since James M. Douglas retired more than five 
years ago. 

Yet this city offers excellent possibilities for 
the court. When Judge Conkling died, the judi- 


‘ celal commission operating under Missouri's non- 


partisan court plan named two St. Louisans 
along with Judge Westhues to the panel of nomi- 
nees. They are Judge Lyon Anderson of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals and Supreme Court

St. Louis cannot argue that it deserves special 
favors in Supreme Court appointments, but when 
it can offer good men, the state’s largest city 
should not be left out. The Governor now faces 
two more opportunities to strengthen the court.

More than half the world is short ‘of wood 
and forest products. This report from the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organization coincides 
with the fiftieth anniversary of the United 
States Forest Service, as related in today’s Mir- 
ror of Public Opinion. 

Fortunately America is not short of forests. 
A third of the nation is covered with woodland 
of more or less value. Of some 615 million 
acres which support tree growth, about 230 
millions are in national forests and 15 million 
more acres in state or local government hands. 

This, however, is the result of a long struggle 
for conservation... Fifty years ago the timber 
companies had stripped much of the nation’s 
woodland heritage and left stumps behind. In 
President Theodore Roosevelt's time, the great 
ax of Paul Bunyan was brought under control by 
the new Forest Service under Gifford Pinchot. 

Pinchot helped to set the principle that federal 
forests should never be used in a way to cause 
permanent depreciation. They should be tim- 
bered and grazed caytiously, and left as a forest 
bank for the future and space for Americans 
to roam around in. 

Today some of the largest lumber companies, 
with ‘heavy investments in forest land, protect 
their investment by scientific “cropping” of 
trees. Yet even in recent years the national 
forests have been under pressure from ranchers 
and others who seek new privileges for exploi- 
tation of the’ public domain. 


The Bull Moose Republicans who backed the 


Forest Service 50 years ago might not be sur- 
prised by the work of special interests today 
if they could see it. That was why they estab- 
lished the Forest Service in the first place. 
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A Ballot to Be Voted 


There is no shortage of kind resolutions sup- 
porting the proposed one-year extension of the 
$1.15 St. Louis school tax rate. Every group that 
takes the time to hear the facts comes to the 
same conclusion: That retention of the tax rate 
at its current level is absolutely essential to the 
proper operation of the school system. 

But it takes more than mere resolutions and 
good intentions to rétain the tax. It takes votes. 
That means every. friend of the public schools 
is under an obligation to go to the polls Friday 
and vote. The fact that the Friday election is 
being held in conjunction with the municipal 
primary ought not to deter a single person from 
voting. Every registered voter in the city should 
take part not only in the school tax election, but 
in the primary of the party of his choice. 


Some citizens are hesitant about voting in the 
primary because they must ask for the ballot of 
one or the other political party. But even that 
should not keep a qualified voter from partici- 
pating in the school referendum. 

The school tax proposition will be on a sepa- 
rate ballot. A person may ask for and vote that 
ballot only, He is not obliged to vote a party 
ballot or even to ask for one. The school ballot is 
a ballot to be voted by everyone and it ought te 
be voted YES. 
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Pay-As-You-Go Roads 

Senator Edward Martin, highest ranking Re- 
publican on the Senate Public Works Commit- 
tee, has proposed a federal highway fifiancing 
plan that is strikingly at variance with that 
proposed by the Clay commission and substan- 
tially indorsed by the White House. The Clay 
commission plan is to detour the financing 
around the deficit-running federal budget by 
floating bonds that would project the highway 
indebtedness well into the future. 

Pennsylvania’s senior Republican Senator 
would -change this to- pa$-as-you-go financing. 
He proposes that the federal gasoline tax be 
increased a cent or perhaps a cent and a half 
a gallon and that the revenue from this increase 
be applied to meeting the Federal Government’s 
contribution in the federal-state highway pro- 
gram. Senator Martin just likes it better to 
pay for things as you get them. 

It will be interesting to see what reception 
this Republican proposal gets at the White 
House. For it is straight Eisenhower Admin- 
istration fiscal policy—before the policy was 


. changed. This much is certain: There is noth- 


ing inflationary about paying off the Govern- 
ment’s road costs as the country rides the high- 
ways, and that is what Senator Martin recom- 
mends.

Fifty Candles for Forest Service

When federal service was established its founder, Gifford Pin- 
chot, had to go to Europe to learn about forestry and conserva- 
tion; today the agency controls use of large forest areas for 
timber, recreation; nearly 1,500,000 acres are in Missouri.

It was just 50 years ago that the Unit- 
ed States Forest Service was born, Its 
sire was Gifford Pinchot and its dam 
was Intelligent Planning; its godfather 
was Theodore Roosevelt and its god- 
mother was Congress. 

The service has had a distinguished 
life since then, and it would appear to 
be in a state of vigorous maturity today. 
It was reared, n and educated 
according to a basic precept enunciated 
by Godfather Teddy: “Forestry is the 
preservation of forests by use.” 
And wisdom has been a pretty good 
guide to behavior even though men 
change the legends by which they live. 

Gifford Pinchot became the first chief 
of the Forest Service; he was also the 
first native American to have profes- 
sional training in forestry. And the 
Service has been run by professionals 
ever since. This seems a reasonably 
sound idea, too, in fields as widely sepa- 
rated as medicine and baseball. 

Forest Service has a lot of children, 
now. Nearly all states have their agen- 
cies working in the field, just as Mis- 
sourl has its Forestry Division in the 
Conservation Commission. Thirty uni- 
versities and colleges, among them the 
University of Missouri, offer full in- 
struction in forestry, (Pinchot had to 
go to Eyrope to learn.) Forty-five states 
including have extension pro- 
grams in for conducted by the 
state agricultural colleges. And today, 
some 5000 professional foresters are 
employed by private industry. 

Back in the days of its callow youth, 
Forest Service wasn’t quite socially ac- 
ceptable and frequently got snubbed by 
local people. But at 50 B rp of age, 
Service has become not only respectable 


but’ even a romantic hero, subject of. 


movies, novels and radio programs. 
How times do change in 50 years! Too 
bad the men who dreamed the great 
dreams, who birthed the idea, aren’t 
around to see people accept their scion. 
Just consider the matter of public for- 


ests, pretty much taken for granted to- 
day—although attacks are still 
made on them by 
learned nothing and forgotten nothing 
since the turn of the century. Ever think 
what would have happened to our Na- 
tional Forests if a protecting hand 


hadn't been laid on them a half century 
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Those public forests—nearly 1,500,000 
acres of them in Missouri—are big lum- 
bering operations on the controlled-use 
principle, though our acreage here is 
only now developing into .the harvest 
stage. Apart from sustained yield, they 
were visited by 35,000,000 people last 
year—not just visited but used by those 
people for hunting, fishing and outdoor 
recreation. 

The Service is helping educate a lot 
of people, too. The most dramatic ex- 
ample of that is the development of 
Smokey Bear as symbol of co-operative 
forest fire prevention, a program jointly 
conducted by the state foresters and the 
Service. 

It has been a good 50 years, despite 
two world wars and an amazing growth 
in population and industry, which 


meant tremendous pressure against the | 


Forest Service, But what will the fu- 
ture bring? 

The Service doesn’t know, any more 
than in 1905 it could foresee 1955. But 
it guesses there will be steady growth 
for forest recreation and for timber 


,needs; that the forest’s protective role 


on the watersheds will become even 
more important. Perhaps forestry re- 
search will develop new and better 
kinds of trees and other concepts of 
timber management. 


Fifty years can be a long time to men, 
but it isn’t much to a redwood or even 
to a Missouri white oak. 

So the 18-year-old Conservation Com- 
mission of Missouri wishes the 50-year- 
old Forest Service of the United States 
a cheery Golden Anniversary and many, 
many happy returns of the day.

But he has a keen understanding of 
people.

EARLY US. RADICALS 


Points Out Founding Fathers 
Opposed Any Regulation 
of Ideas, | 


The founding fathers of the 
United States were so much 
more radical than present-day 
Americans that they might be 
deported if alive today, Henry 
Steele Commager, professor of 
history at Columbia University, 


declared here last night. 

Commager, in an address to 
the Liberal Forum of the Y.M.

ple had no business trying to 
regulate the flow of ideas. 

“This was not because of a 
soft indulgence for scholars, but 
because they knew that if the 
channels of communication 
failed, the nation would perish,” 
the noted American historian 
said. 

Attacks Some Inquiries. 

Commager vigorously attacked 
the spirit behind congressional 
inquiries concerning activities 
of churchmen and of tax-free 
foundations. He said Govern-

ion. 

The tendency of Americans to 
form free voluntary association

BERRYMAN HENWOOD, 
FORMER SNORE, DES 


Once Member of State Su- 
preme Court, He Succumbs 
to Heart Disease. 


Berryman Henwood, former 
Judge of the Missouri Supreme 
Court and former trustee in 
bankrupteq of the Cotton Belt 
Railroad, died of heart disease 
today at Alexian’ Brothrers 
Hospital after a long illness. 

Mr. Henwood, 73 years old, 
was taken to thre hospital Feb. 
15 in Jefferson City. He hrad 
been an invalid since suffering 
a stroke two and a hralf years 
ago. 

Born in Hannibal, Mr. Hen- 
wodd lived there until 1927 
when he moved.to Jefferson 
City after being appointed a 
Supreme Court Commissioner. 
He had lived in Jefferson City 
since except in 1933-34, when he 
was in law practice in St. Louis. 
' He was appointed to the bench 
from the commissionership by 
Gov. Henry S. Caulfield in 1930 
to fill a vacancy. He decided 
not to seek election in 1932 and 
instead joined a new law firm 
here with Mark Eagleton and 
James A. Waechter. 

He returned to Jefferson City 
in January 1935 and opened a 
law office. The following year 
he was appointed Cotton Belt 
trustee by the late United States 
District Judge Charles B. Davis 
and served until the road's re- 
|organization was completed in 
| 1946. 

After reorganization had been 
‘completed, District Judge Geo- 
'rge H. Moore warmly praised 
|Mr. Henwood for his “magnifi- 
‘cent job,” pointing out that his 
| pay-as-you-go method of opera- 
|tion had enabled the road to 
| emerge from bankruptcy without 
‘loss to a single security holder. 
| Mr. Henwood was retained as 
| special conusel for the line after 
the reorganization. 

Son of a Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas Railroad conductor, Mr. 
Henwood as a youth spent his 
summer vacations in Hannibal 
as a call boy and yard clerk for 
both the Katy and Wabash Rail- 
roads. After graduation from the 
University of Missouri Law 
School in 1904 he practiced law 
in Hannibal and became active 
in public school affairs and Re- 
publican politics. 

He was a delegate to the 
|party’s national convention in 
|1916 and was a member of the 
Republican State Committee.

CASE INDICTED ON 
PERJURY CHARGES 


All Concern Testimony 
on FCC and FBI Tac- 
tics — No Mention of 
Red Link Story. 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—Mrs. Marie Natvig, Miami 
Beach divorcee, was indicted to- 
day on nine charges of lying 
under oath at Federal Communi- 
cations Commission hearings. 

In a series of hearings, Mrs. 
Natvig, 51 years old; first gave 
testimony tending to link Ed- 
ward Lamb, publisher-broad- 
caster, with Communism, but 
later repudiated this testimony. 
However, the Indictment does 
not touch on the issue of 
whether or not she lied in link- 
ing Lamb to Communism. 

All nine counts concern al- 
leged falsehoods in her sworn 
testimony (A) that she was “co- 
erced” by a government lawyer 
into giving her first testimony, 
and (B) as to what she had told 
FCC attorneys and an FBI agent 
in pre-hearing conferences. 

Prison Term Possibility. 

The maximum penalty for per- 
jury is five years in prison: plus 
a $10,000 fine. Theoretically 
each charge carries that penalty. 

Mrs. Natvig was called as a 
witness at hearings on the ques- 
tion of renewing Lamb's license 
for his Erie, (Pa.) television 
station. After she repudiated her 
testimony, the hearing was re- 
cessed, 

Lamb has moved to end pro- 
ceedings on the grounds thaf the 
case against him is worthless. 
If the FCC consents and renews 
Lamb’s license, Lamb says he 
will withdraw his countercharge 
that commission representatives 
induced, even bribed, witnesses 
to testify falsely against him. 
If the FCC refuses, then the 
Lamb side will present its case. 
In her testimony, Mrs. Natvig 
repeatedly accused Walter R. 
Powell Jr., then chief FCC at- 
torney in the Lamb case, of 
coercing her into lying. 

The grand jury in effect gave 
Powell a clean bill ef health by 
basing several of the counts in 
the perjury indictment on 
charges that she lied about 
Powell. 

Jury’s Remarks on Lamb Issue. 
As to other alleged false- 
hoods, the grand jury said, for 
example, that in her most recent 
appearance on the stand, she 
was asked if she had not told 
Powell, and his associate coun- 
sel, Thomas P. Fitzpatrick and 
Robert D. J. Leahy, that she 
had been a member of the Com- 
munist party and “had known 
Mr. Lamb in that connection.” 
The jury said when she re- 
plied “No” to that question she 
committed perjury because “she 
well knew” that at the confer- 
ence, held Sept. 19, 1954, she 
“in substance” told these attor- 
neys “that she had been a mem- 
ber of the Communist party in 
Cleveland, O., from 1934 until 
1937; that in connection with 
her activities in the Communist 
party during this period she met 
ad knew Edward Lamb, and that 
she had in fact associated and 
consorted with Edward Lamb 
during this period.” 

Lamb has denied any Commu- 
nist connections.

before United States District 
Judge Charles F. McLaughlin. 
At the request of J. Frank 
Cunningham, a Justice Depart- 
ment attorney, Judge McLaugh- 
lin ordered a bench warrant is- 
sued for the arrest of Mrs. Nat- 
vig and bond was fixed at $2500.

They are travelers, 
and last year 2,000,000 of them 
visited their own and other coun- 
tries on foot, on bicycles, skis, 
skates, and in canoes, for a total 
of 13,000,000 overnight stays in 
the 3000 shelters or hostels in 
32 countries. 


“You might say I represent 
the biggest hotel concern in the 
world,” says Me a native 
of Amsterdam, and co-founder 
of the Dutch Youth Hostel As- 
sociation. “Last year we booked 
60,000 ‘ove 


leaders, Later, when they are 
seasoned travelers, they come 
on their own, make their own 
plans, and travel under th 
own steam.” : 


One of the attractions of hos- 
teling is its economy. European 
hostels charge 35 cents for a 
night’s lodging, 30 to 35 cents 
for a substantial meal. Includ- 
ing transportation, one person 
can spend four weeks in Europe 
for about $550, Meilink esti- 
mates. 


A pleasant, comfortably up- 
holstered business man and Ro- 
tarian, Meilink looks as if he 
might be more,at home in the 
club car of a streamliner than 
on a motorized bicycle, his cus- 
tomary mode of travel.

On Revarnishing Varnish. . 


E got a note the other day 
asking if we owned stock in 
a company making varnish 
remover because it seems we've 


ping off the old. Well sure it is, 
if the old varnish is not in too 
bad shape. 


If you've got an old coat of 
varnish that is solid and hasn't 
worked away in spots you can 
apply fresh varnish over it after 
you do a couple of things to in- 
sure a good bond and a smooth 
finish. The first thing to do is 
wipe over the surface with a 
solvent to remove all traces of 
dirt and more particularly wax. 
If any wax remains on the sur- 
face and you apply fresh varnish 
over it, the result won't be good. 


Next thing you have to do is give 
the surface a light sanding to 


"smooth out any rough spots and 


to cut the gloss, if there is any 
gloss left by this time. After a 
good dusting you can apply the 
new coat of varnish. The final 
result should be pretty good. 


Now if the old varnish has 
worn off in spots, things don’t 
work out quite so well when you 
slap on the new varnish. In 
the first place, those exposed 
spots of wood are going to ab- 
sorb the new varnish and you'll 
get an uneven finish and second- 
ly, the varnish will flow into the 
wood pores to give you a rough 
surface. Of course, if you want, 
you can patch these spots with 
thin coats of varnish until they 
are level with the rest of the 
surface and then apply a finish 
coat over the works but if there 
are many of them, you may save 
time and get a better finish if 
you just strip off the old and 


start fresh. .

IGH SCHOOL students should not marry. I make that 

flat statement without much fear of contradiction from 

adults. Unfortunately, I also have to make it with the 
knowledge that many young people will pay no attention 
to it. 

One of the serious problems today is the nuntber of 
boys and girls quite unprepared for marriage in every pos- 
sible way—not even through with their schooling—who are 
rushing off, or sneaking off, to get married.

THEY NEED NOT LOOK to me for any encouragement; 
and that goes for Althea who writes: 

“I am perfectly miserable at home, Dr. Popenoe. There 
isn’t a thing there to interest me. I’m in high school and 
enjoy it. There is always something going on in class or 
out of it. My parents insist that I come home immediately 
after my last class, and that’s the end of my fun for the 
day. My mother works all day, so when I get home I have 
to start by making the beds, doing all the cleaning, probably 
wash the breakfast dishes, and then begin to prepare sup- 
per. When my parents return, they spend their time arguing 
with each other and criticizing me. I couldn’t be any worse 
off anywhere. I have been going steady for four months 
with a boy who wants to marry me, Don’t you think I have 
a right to a little happiness in life?” 

Certainly I do, Althea, and that’s one reason why I shall 
‘certainly not encpurage you to run away from home and 
marry this boy. I’m quite sure that in the long run you will 
get into a much worse situation than you now occupy. 

The picture of your home life is not pleasant. Parents 
certainly owe it to their yqungsters to make home more 
attractive, and they carf easily do so if they try. High 
schools certainly owe it to their youngsters to teach them 
how to make home more attractive, and it can easily be 
done. It is a national disgrace that so few schools and 
churches are giving any prattical help in dealing with these 
situations, and particularly in preventing them.

1175 or 2150 rubles depending 
on size. (Singularly cheap in re- 
lation to other consumer goods.) 
A taxi driver—a:..d in Russia, 
taxi drivers are well paid (1000 
to 1800 rubles a month)—would 
have to work about five weeks 
to have enough to buy the more 
expensive kind. A clerk in an 
office (450 rubles a month) 
would have to save his wages 
for nearly fiv2 months to pay 
for one.

My Day 
Scholarship Fund Details on 
U.N. Handling 
Of Refugees 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 


TOLD you in my previous 

column that the Adminis- 

tration is backing the plan 
of the U.N. High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees to create 
2 fund to help integrate refu- 
gees in certain communities 
in Europe where they now are. 
Perhaps, in view of the fact 
that we have now begun to 
co-operate, we ought to know 
a little more about how the 
United Nations set up a High 
Commissioner for this pur- 


pose. 

In 1950 the General Assem- 
bly elected Dr. G. J. Van 
Heuven Goedhart of The 
Netherlands as High Commis- 
sioner for three years. In 1953 
the mandate was renewed for 
five’ years and Dr. Goedhart 
was re-elected. He has 107 
staff members, half of them 
professional officers and half 
of them secretarial. 

About 40 per cent of the 
staff is employed at the head- 
quarters in Geneva and about 
60 per cent in branch offices. 
He maintains 13 branch of- 
fices to look after the refugees 
in his charge, These branches 
are in Bonn, Vienna, Rome, 
Athens, Cairo, The Hague, 
Paris, Brussels, Luxembourg, 
London, New York and Bagota. 
He has an office in Hong Kong 
jointly with the Inter-Govern- 
mental Committee for Eu- 
ropean Migration. 

ae 

HIS BUDGET is $700,000 a 
year for administration ex- 
penses. This is an integral 
part of the total United Na- 
tions budget, and is therefore 
superviséd by an advisory 
committee on administrative 
and budgetary questions on 
which the United States is 
represented. The whole budg- 
et of the United Nations, of 
course, has to be finally ap- 
proved by the plenary session 
of the General Assembly. 

The High Commissioner 
does not have charge of any 
refugees who have been given 
full rights of citizenship by 
their country of asylum. For 
instance, a separate group 
looks after the Palestinian 
refugees because they have 
full rights of citizenship in the 
Arab countries. The High 
Commissioner does have 
charge of all those refugees 
who have fled from their na- 
tive land in fear of persecu- 
tion for political, racial or re- 
ligious reasons, but who do 
not have full rights of citizen- 
ship in the country where they 
have taken asylum.

ONE MILLION REFUGEES 
were resettled by the Interna- 
tional Refugee Organization, 
but approximately another 
million remain in Europe. By 
1954, about 300,000 of these 
still lacked adequate housing 
or jobs and so could not be 
considered completely assim- 


ilated. 

The large majority of these 
refugees, of course, come from 
eastern European countries 
now under Communist dom- 
ination, and there are a few 
Spanish Republicans and Ar- 
menians. Some of them were 
refugees from Nazi persecu- 
tion, but a few came from 
Russia after the revolution of 
1917, so they have been in a 
state of flux for a very long 
while. ‘
